MPEP715.07 Facts and Documentary Evidence 
GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

The essential thing to be shown under 37 CFR 1.131 is priority of Invention and this may 
be done by any satisfactory evidence of the fact. FACTS, not conclusions, must be 
alleged. Evidence In the form of exhibits may accompany the affidavit or declaration. 
Each exhibit relied upon should be specifically referred to in the affidavit or declaration, in 
terms of what it Is relied upon to show. For example, the allegations of fact might be 
supported by submitting as evidence one or more of the following: 

(A) attached sketches; 

(B) attached blueprints; 

(C) attached photographs; 

(D) attached reproductions of notebook entries; 

(E) an accompanying model; 

(F) attached supporting statements by witnesses, where verbal disclosures are the 
evidence relied upon. Ex parte Ovshinsky, 10 USPQ2d 1075 (Bd. Pat. App. & 

Inter. 1989); 

(G) testimony given in an Interference. Where interference testimony Is used, the 
applicant must point out which parts of the testimony are being relied on;
